Most of the people who have come to us since then are, just 
as this boy was, ordinary people whose problems are the every- 
day problems of everyday living. When we began to gather ma- 
terial for “The Art of Real Happiness,” we analyzed the nature of 
the problems they had brought to us and found that there are nine 
major problems that beset most people today: how to balance the 
forces of love and hate inside us; how to find lasting inner peace; 
how to relax and relieve tension; how to heal the illnesses that 
arise as a result of the multiple pressures of our time; how to avoid 
fits of depression and anxiety; how to have a successful marriage;

In my column next week 
I shall attempt to outline the technique Dr. Blanton and I have 
developed. There are two general steps to remember: first, you 
must learn to look within yourself deeply and frankly and you 
must find release in fully understanding the forces that work 
within you and all of us; secondly, you must put into active prac- 
tice the teachings of your religion. 

Understanding and using these steps provides a way for you to 
find real happiness. In the new-old combined techniques of re- 
ligion and psychiatry, you can restore and renew the faith and 
confidence and power necessary to confident living.

Rusty Morgan Set To Go All Out — 
In Final Serious Try This Year 


Cracker Third Baseman Almost Became 
Yankee, Indian Before Landing Here

(Rusty) Morgan almost became a New York Yankee, almost 


became a Cleveland Indian and almost decided to-forget baseball for a career as an all- 
round college athlete before signing with the Atlanta Crackers in 1946.

' To house-hungry Atlantans, the prospect of 105 house 
plans to choose from will be something like inviting a 
bunch of dead-end kids to a banquet. They won’t know 


where to begin. 


This is where Rich’s new Home Planning Center steps in. 


Through Frances Fancher, consultant, and in conjunction with 
Better Homes and Gardens’ Home Planning Service, future home 


builders can receive advice on building problems and suggestions, 
based on their income, living habits and number of people in the 
family, as to the type af house most suitable to their needs. 


The bulk of houses built today, according to Mrs. Fancher, is 
within the $10,000 to $15,000 price range. Many people prefer the 


three bedrooms, two baths,.a fairly large, well-equipped kitchen, 
utility room house with living and dining room combined, and an 


enclosed side porch or open terrace and usually an attached garage. 


This, of course, is available in 
various types of homes, from a 
low rambling ranch house of 
random-width boards to a two- 
story Georgian brick. Naturally, 
the price fluctuates according 
to the materials used in the 
building of the house. 

The designs that the new 
Planning Center is making avail- 
able to the public were all 
drawn up by architects all over 
the country and were tested by 
the Betier Homes and Gardens’ 
Home Planning Service in their 
Five Star home group. These 
range in building cost from 
around $5,000 to $45,000 or 
$50,009 and include everything 
from a small efficiency house 
with a large living room for 
sleeping and eating, small kitch- 
en unit, bath and closet-space 
to Cape Cod cottages, ranch 
houses, contemporary and mod- 
ern designs and period houses. 

Clever space saving devices 
have been included in a number 
of the plans; from which the 
blue print can be order for for a 


very nominal fee, such as com- ~ 


bination living and dining room 
or dining and music rooms or 
the cost for adding another foot 
or so to the kitchen to accom- 
modate a small breakfast table 
and chairs. Each month an addi- 
tional plan will be added, after 
it has been drawn up and tested 
through Better Homes and Gar- 
dens. 

In addition to the house plans 
there will be a reference library, 
containing books on _ interior 
decoration, slip covers, architec- 
ture, color harmony as well as 
pamphlets published monthly on 
current price findings. 

“Tf the customer is further 
interested in advice on decorat- 
ing,” Mrs. Fancher pointed out, 
“we show her the type interior 
that would be suitable with the 
style house she has in mind and 
give her suggestions about pur- 
chasing house furnishings. 

“We advise them to concen- 
trate first on long-range items, 
such as chairs, tables, rugs, 
etc., and pick up accessories, 
such as lamps, pictures, and 

bric-a-brac as the budget will 
permit,” she said. 

However, a staff of home 
advisers works with the Home 
Planning Center, to handle the 
actual choice of furnishings, 
selection of fabrics and to plan 
decorating schemes.

A Few Penalties Might Help 


Last year the number of rabies cases in 
Fulton County increased more than seven- 
fold over the previous year. And only a 
few days ago a three-year-old child was 
bitten by a dog suspected of having rabies. 

Unless the Fasteur treatment is admin- 
istered rabies invariably produces horrible 
death for humans. And even treatment 


sometimes brings paralysis. At best it is 
lengthy and painful. 

The sensible remedy is inoculation of 
all dogs so as to stamp out the disease or 
reduce it to a minimum. Inoculation is re- 
quired by law but many dog owners ignore 
it. A few stiff penalties might do much to 
remind them of their duty. 


Enough Speed Problems Already 


We look with misgiving on the jet- 
propelled automobile, which already has 
undergone its first public test in Britain. 

Jet power is fine for use in the air 
where there is plenty of space and the 
traffic is not overly heavy. But on our 


crowded highways the jet is horsepower 
of a different color. We've got enough 
speed problems on our hands with the 
ordinary reciprocating engine, plus the 
souped-up “hot rods.” There’s hardly 
enough room for ground jet pilots too. 


Hold Out for Complete Uniformity 


The Public Service Commissioners of 
17 Southern States are going to insist that 
uniform rates and classifications be put 
into effect with the proposed revision of 
freight tariffs. 

This hardly unexpected but nonethe- 
less reassuring word comes from Georgia’s 
own Walter R. McDonald, Chairman of the 
Southern group, who has been a leader in 
the South’s continuing fight for freight 
rate equality over a long period of years. 

Naive citizens twice have thought the 
fight won, once in 1945 when the Interstate 
Commerce Commission ordered the rail- 
roads to issue uniform rates and classifi- 
cations ending the discrimination in effect 
since the War Between the States and 
again in 1947 when the United States Qu- 
preme Court, supposedly the final author- 
ity in such matters, upheld the ICC.

with the work of the Commodity Credit Corporation 
and the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation. 


The Commodity Credit Corporation is one of the best friends 
Georgia farmers ever had. In a more indirect way it has also 
been a friend to the nonfarm people ‘of this State. But let’s look 


at the farm side of the picture first. 

; Farmers’ only practical protection against ruinous 
Protection declines in income is the price-support program 
carried out by the CCC. 

Farmers had no CCC in February, 1932, and no supported 
prices. And in February, 1932, farmers were receiving for cotton 
an average of 5.52 cents a pound; corn, 19 cents a bushel; wheat, 
32 cents a bushel; and hogs, $3.40 a hundred. 

In February, 1950, under supported prices, farmers were getting 
for cotton 27.50 cents a pound: corn, $1.16 a bushel; wheat, $1.93 
a bushel; and hogs, $16.60 a hundred. 


The difference between unsupported and supported prices has 
been the difference between hard poverty on the farm and a de- 
cent standard of living—an American standard of living. 
Effects Farm prices go down before other prices, and they go 

down farther and faster. As farm income declines, 
industrial producers have a contracting market in which to sell. 
This throws workers out of jobs. Workers, in turn, spend less for 
farm products, which, in turn, means further declines in farm 
prices. ‘The vicious cycle continues until the economic life of the 
nation is paralyzed. 

Farm income last year under the price support program of the 
CCC was equal to about 9,500,000 jobs at factory wages. 


It is apparent to Congress as well as to everybody else that 
support of some nonbasic commodities has been expensive. Some- 
thing will have to be done about potatoes. And there has been a 
considerable loss on eggs. 


But when it comes to the basic commodities—cotton, corn, 
wheat, tobacco, rice, and peanuts—the cost record is very. good. 
From 1933, when the CCC was established, through Dec. 31, 1949, 
the CCC made a net profit of $206,000,000 on cotton alone. The 
net profit on the basic commodities as 4 whole during this period 
was about $70,000,000. 


I have been and shall continue to be a staunch advocate of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation. This agency has demonstrated— 
during depression, war, and postwar adjustment—its value to ag- 


riculture and to the nation. 

FDIC We hear so much about heavy Government expenditures 
these days, it is most encouraging to note there is at 

least one agency that costs the Government nothing to operate. It 

is one of the most effective and efficient agencies on the national 

scene. I am referring, of course, to the Federal Deposit Insurance 

Corporation. 


Federal deposit insurance is built on the confidence of the 
small depositor in his bank. Just recently, I was reminded of a 
statement I had made before the Congress when the Permanent 
Federal Deposit Insurance law was being considered in 1935. At 
that time the widespread banking troubles which harassed Georgia 
in the 1920’s and the whole country in the early 1930’s were vivid 
memories. Part of this statement describing the conditions of 
panic was as follows: 


“T need not recall to your mind the panicked condition of our 
people in the Spring of 1933. They had put their faith in their 
banks, yet they did not know but that most of their funds would 
be lost to them. Naturally they rushed to their banks to get their 
money. out, and naturally, too, there followed the shortage of 
cash and throttling of credit which made closing all the banks 
necessary.” « 


The FDIC cured that situation thoroughly and promptly. It 
restored confidence 16 years ago and it has maintained the de- 


positors’ faith undiminished to this day. 

The success of Federal deposit insurance has as- 
Repayment tonished even the most optimistic of its advocates. 
During the past 16 years the FDIC has disbursed $314,000,000 to 
protect 1,348,000 depositors in 411 banks, and it has repaid to the 
Government the $289,000,000 originally advanced to it for capital. 
Its success is highlighted by the record of the past six years 
during which, it is reported, there has not been an insured bank 
receivership or a loss to a single depositor in the United States. 
This achievement is tangible proof of the soundness of deposit 
insurance and of the splendid and efficient management of the 
FDIC. The 1,416,854 depositors in Georgia may be confident 
that the $1,558,798,000 they have on deposit in 326 insured banks 
will be protected.

| on these ramparts have seen the 
a great war fleet rise above the 
cloudy rim of the sea in the centuries that have 
passed since Christopher Columbus, in his second 
voyage to the new world, in 1493, came upon 
the beautiful green island which he named San 
Juan Bautista—St. John the Baptist. Among his 
foot soldiers as he made his landfall here was a 
runty musketeer with a high adventurous heart 
who saw a chance in this new world to win for 
himself rich.s and a great name. When he came 
back in 1508 he brought with him 50 soldiers. 
With their small force he subdued the 30,000 
Indians of the island, set himself up as Governor 
and, spurred by the zeal to find the Fountain 
of Eternal Youth, moved on to Florida. The ar- 
row wound in his neck proved that no springs 
he found could help a man when his time had 
come to die.. They brought him back, dying, to 
Havana, and they brought his bones from there 
to the city which he founded. They shuffled his 
bones about awhile, from one church to another, 
but his sarcophagus now stands in the Cathedral 

de San Juan, where tourists come to gape. 


It took a long time, from 1539 to 1606, for In- 
dian and black stone labor to raise the great walls 
and embattlements of El Morro, but they built 
an edifice which is as stout today as ever. 


Many a cannonball has bounced off its old 
walls and many a siege has it withstood. In 1595 
Sir Francis Drake, for the glory of England’s 
Queen, had a try at it. A cannonball from El 
Morro’s guns struck his flagship’s stern, smash- 
ing his dinner table and killing three of his cap- 
tains. One who died later was the fabled sea- 
man, Sir John Hawkins. Drake drew off to lick 
his wounds and for three years E! Morro was left 
alone. Then George Clifford, Earl of Cumber- 


land, by-passed the frowning fort and held the 


the English withdrew. 

Next came the Dutch, in 1625, and , too, 
failed and the Spaniards melted down can- 
non to make a statue of Ponce de Leon. Nearly 
100 years later the English tried again, in 1702 
and again in 1797, and the long peace endured an- 
other 100 years. 

Then in 1898, with the U. S. at war with Spain, 
Adm. William T. Sampson poured high explo- 
sive shells into the fort’s thick walls ... one of 
which can still be seen there, poking through 
to an inner room. The fort did not fall, but 
when Gen. Nelson A. Miles landed his troops at 
the same beach where Ponce de Leon had led 
his 50 men ashore 390 years before, the flag of 
— came down to fly no more over Puerto 

co, 
But war was not ended in the waters that 
washed the ramparts of El Morro. German sub- 
marines in World War II found rich hunting in 
the Caribbean, far beyond the reach of El Mor- 
ro’s guns. 


So,@inder this bright sun, on and beneath 
these bright blue waters, Spaniards, French- 
men, Englishmen, Dutchmen, Americans and 
Germans have fought each other for nearly 
five centuries. Now we are sharpening our 
tools of battle here, getting ready to fight the 
Russians. 


If old Ponce de Leon could step from his crypt 
in the Cathedral today, the sight of the planes 
might confuse him, the size of the great ships 
mgiht awe him. the thunder of the bombs and 
rockets might startle him at first. 

But the spirit abroad in the world would be 
understandable to him ... the fears and angers 
and distrusts, the jealousies and suspicions are 
the same. In a world that seems to be.lurching, 
dazed and bruised and crippled, from one war to 
another, the old warrior would be right at home.

A Governor for Everybody

death that his name was bandied about this week by enthusiastic friends for 
unsolicited race for the governorship of Georgia. 
thrust Dr. Crudup further into the political limelight that I report that no single 


telephone call or letter bombarding this padded cell the last five days has been uncomplimentary 


to his nomination. 


“Wonderful man,” they have all said 
with warmth. “Just the man we need. He 
is comparable to Woodrow Wilson. He has 
great ability; he has a forceful power of ex- 
pression; he .+has a very kindly disposition; 
he possesses a profound mind and great 
depth of soul. His acceptance of the gov- 
ernorship, af tendered to him by a thought- 
ful people, would be a-wonderful thing for 
this State.” 


Then, sadly ...“But what do we use for 
money? A man who will not accept gifts from 
special interests for special rewards cannot be 
elected in our State.” 

Money, the letters keep hinting, is indeed the 
root of all evil. From high places and low, be- 
leaguered citizens have said, “I commend for 
your study the sources and amounts of money 
that made machine power here possible. The 
wool-hat. boy angle has been far overplayed. The 
sinews have been furnished by men without civic 
morals. You will be surprised to discover from 
what groups money has been furnished through 
the years. Who is so naive as to believe the 
rural voters pay the ante? Just so long as some 
Georgians who by birth, education and resources 
must know what they are doing, continue to fi- 
nance bad government and accept from it spe- 
cial rewards, we can expect no end of the mon- 
strous evils.” 

Huge sums necessary for election, sums like 
$250,000, and even $500,000, have been suggested 
as needful to pay the cost of publicity, barbecues, 
transportation, those insinuating gifts “where 
they will do the most good,” for any major office. 

Now, naively or not, how can this be? 

Georgia has a law which says no candidate 
may expend more than $25,000 for a campaign 


for a principal office, and it requires him to file

an itemized sworn statement within 20 days after 
the date of election with the Comptroller Gen- 
eral or the Clerk of the Superior Cogrt, includ- 
ing the purposes for which the money has been 
used, and its source. 

The penalty for violation of this maximum ex- 
penditure law is impeachment from office he 
holds or to which has been elected. ’ 

Now, obviously, there is a difference between 
$25,000 and $250,000, and the people and organ- 
izations who stand idly by and say there is noth- 
ing they can do about the excessive cost of run- 
ning for office do not know the meaning of the 
word “Impeachment.” That's a powerful word. 
It could be quite a whip. 


And with the expressed order to name 
“sources,” there is no way to cover up sus- 
pected bribing gifts if only that portion of 
the law were enforced. Sources would mean 
names. It would not mean the anonymous 
word, “Friends.” 


In the current excitement in Atlanta over the 
purchase of an elephant or two for Grant Park 
Zoo, the basic instinct of all God’s children to 
“have a part” in things has been obvious. Big 
business could have bought an elephant, pre- 
sented it with the usual attention ffom the press, 
with a picture showing some wistful child pat- 
ting the elephant baby’s trunk, and the whole 
thing would have been done with. 

But no. The letters said, in childish scrawls: 
“Tt don’t want the elephant to. be somebody’s 
elephant. I want him to be everybody’s ele- 
phant. Here is my 15 cents.” 

That is human nature, and it is good sense. 

A Governor should be everybody’s Governor, 


and if anybody cared enough to make an issue 


of it, he could be, even in Georgia. 


A 3-Million-Dollar Word 


Back in the far reaches of the third floor of the State Office Building, the Board 
of Workmen’s Compensation goes about its business of administering the Georgia 
law dealings with industrial mishaps, and in the process words such as “compen- 
sable” are flung about with all the abandon of “this” and “that.” A “compensable” 

Var accident, naturally, is covered under the Workmen’s Compensation Act. 
of the three Directors and the Secretary-Treasurer of the Board, plus 33 other employees, is not with- 
out compensation, insofar as the large number of claimants is concerned. 


Insurance companies and 


“self-insured” firms paid out $3,630,000 in compensation claims in 1948 in Georgia, according to the 


Board. This figure is contrasted with the $558, 
287 paid out in 1921, the first year of operation 
of the State’s Workmen's Compensation Law. 


Growth of cases handled by the Compen- 
sation Board is a reflection, of course, of the 
industrial growth in Georgia. In 1949, an es- 
timated 69.000 cases were reported to the 
Board. Only 12,523 industrial accidents were 
processed during the first year of the law’s 
operation. Reports of accidents, some fatal, 
flow inte the Board at the rate of 400 per 
day. Since the board began operations, over 
1,000,000 industrial accidents have been re- 
ported, with 3,400 of them fatal aps. The 
Compensation Act requires that all firms em- 
ploying over 10 persons be covered with in- 
surance. Specific exceptions make firms 
with less than 10 employees eligible. 


Another index of operations of the Compen- 
sation Board is the number of policies approved: 
7,648 in 1945 and 14,300 in 1949. There are 12,000 
firms with compensation insurance and 163 firms 
do their own insuring. 

The Board passes on all agreements reached 
by cl t and insurance firm under provisions 
of the ast. If there is no agreement, a director 
of the Board holds a hearing and renders a set- 
tlement. This settlement may be, appealed to 
the full Board, to Superior Court, Court of Ap- 
peals and so on. 


held. Out of the 736 cases, 41 were appealed to 
Superior Court, the Board said. The Director 
hearing a case is empowered to assign reason- 
able attorney's fees. 

During the years since 1921, and through vir- 
tue of appeals, there have been many interesting 
eourt decisions in compensation cases. ior in-

One court decision declared that “burns re- 
ceived while preparing to heat a room in which 
the employee is to work does not arise out of 
and in course of employment.” Another one: “An 
employee injured while on his way to or from 
answering a call of necessity arises out of and 
in the course of employment.” A traveling sales- 
man who registered at a hotel and then went 
18 miles to eat a meal was ruled not “compen- 
sable’ when an accident occurred during the trip. 
A salesman who went across the street to eat 
apd fell down while returning to his hotel re- 
ceived compensation for the injury. Another 
salesman, while traveling on company business, 
stopped to :at and received fatal injuries when 
he fell off a lunch counter stool. His death was 
covered, the court ruled. ‘ 


Under a section of the Act entitled “Em- 
ployee’s Willful Misconduct,” it was ruled: “In- 
jury caused from: assault by coemployees who 
was provoked (the grammer is wrong here, but 
that’s the way it reads in the finding) by strong 
language is not compensable.” Willful miscon- 
duct was not shown in the instance of an em- 
ployee jumping on a moving elevator. 

‘ An employee who wrenched his back while 
bending to pick up a book was found by the 
court to be entitled to Workmen’s Compensation. 


The Act sets specific payments for stipu- 
lated periods for various lesses of body ex- 
tremities, or parts thereof. Im determining 
the degree of payment in one case a court 
ruled: “The foot is that part of the anatomy 
below the ankle.”

Sen. George-- 
The Great Persuader 


WASHINGTON—As chairman of the confer- 
ence committee which worked out the final agree- 
ment on the oleomargarine tax repeal bill, Geor: 

gia’s Sen. Walter F. George did such a splendid job that even the 
opponents of the bill felt constrained to pay him a unique, though 
somewhat backhanded, compliment. ' 

Here is how it happened. When the bill was before the Senate 
proponents of the measure, in an effort to expedite passage and 
gain a few extra votes to make victory certain, consented to several 
objectionable amendments, notably the one requiring oleo to be 
packaged in triangular blocks to readily distinguish it from butter. 

These amendments were accepted by supporters of the bill with 
the quiet understanding that they would be thrown out when the 
conference committee proceeded to work out differences in the two 
measures as passed by the House and Senate. As chairman of the 
conferees it fell the lot of Sen. George to be the executioner of 
the coup. 

How well he succeeded may be taken from the remarks of Sen. 
Wiley, Republican, of Wisconsin, who led the fight against repeal 
of the taxes. After hearing Sen. George explain the situation, the 


Wisconsin Senator had this to say: 
T ib “Mr. President, the Senator from Georgia (Mr. George), 
rl ute in his usual clear and persuasive and logical man- 
ner to wipe out all objections and ali questions as to. whether 
there is any side to this issue other than his side. As I said 
not long ago on another occasion, when I first came *o the Sen- 
ate the Senator from Georgia used to gather me up in his arms 
and smother me with his persuasive ability. Lord Erskine in the 
days of his prime, when he persuaded the juries of England, was 
no more persuasive than is the Senator from Georgia; and I have 
found that at times the ability of the Senator from Georgia as an 
advocate is not exceeded by his logic.. He has been and is a great 
lawyer, a great judge, a great Senator, a great man. Of course, he 
is fighting for what his section of this great country wishes to 
have ... and 1 shall not go into what the conference report will 
mean to the farmers who produce cotton.” 

That was the Wisconsin Republican’s way of admitting the dairy 
industry’s fight to prevent repeal of the oleo taxes was lost after 
Sen. George took the mater in tow. Shortly thereafter the bill 
was finally adopted and went to the White House for the Presi- 


dent's signature. 


. Sen. Richard B. Russell, as Chairman 
Russell on Farm Aid of the important Agricultural Subcom- 
mittee of the Senate Appropriations Committee, is currently wres- 
tling with the huge annual supply bill for the Department of Agri- 
culture. When the bill is reported it Will contain a number of 
items of interest to Georgia farm pursuits. One thing that has par- 
ticularly interested the Georgia Senator is the need for greater 
funds to bring under control the short leaf pine disease, which is 
killing millions of trees in Georgia, South Carolina and Alabama. 
During the past week several Georgians appeared before the 
Russell Subcommittee to urge funds for various activities centeging 
in the State. Judge Harley Langdale, of Valdosta, was seeking an 
increased program for forest fire protection. Paul Shoen, of Val- 
dosta, President of the American Forest Farmers’ Association, was 
interested in securing greater forest nursery stock for plantings. 
Then Rep. Don Wheeler, of Alma, went before the committee to 
urge funds for setting up a naval stores marketing report service 
in the State. . 
Largely through Sen. Russell’s efforts the Department of Agri- 
culture has devised means for checking the blight which threatened 
to destroy Georgia mimosa trees a few years ago. It is said to be 
one of the prime ornamental trees of the State. He was visiting the 
country place of Johnny Bouhan, near Savannah, and noticed that 
the mimosas were dying—a general condiiton in the area. Funds 
were provided in the Department appropriation bill. With the 
result that the blight has now been brought under control. 


° Georgia delegation members were anything 
Not Unanimous but unanimous in their votes on the two most 
important bills considered by the House during the past week— 
those admitting Alaska and Hawaii as the forty-ninth and fiftieth 
States of the Union. Hawaii got the support of only three of the 
State’s 10 Congressmen and Alaska four. 

Rep. Paul Brown, of Elberton, who voted against both bills, 
said the only reason the House passed the measures was because 
of planks in both the Republican and Democratic platforms in the 
last campaign. Alaskan and Hawaiian delegates to the national con- 
ventions had been able to trade with the winning presidential candi- 
dates on their desire for statehood, he said. 

Rep. Carl Vinson, of Milledgeville, Chairman of the great House 
Armed Services Committee, voted for both bills on the grounds 
of national defense. He said he thought national defense would be

Karas was playing in a small cafe in Vienna, Austria, 
when he caught the ear of Korda’s associates. He was work- 
ing for $16 a week at the time. 

Karas now is drawing fabulous salaries in New York night 
spots. 

Without that “banjo music” this great Korda film may easily 
have become just-another movie. . And Karas might have been 
playing for the same $16 a week in that dingy cafe in Vienna.

Victorianism is a word that 
scoffs and belittles, to most of us, 
but Cruikshank, without being nos- 
talgic, gives it a stronger and more 
manly meaning, and one it would 
be hard to refute. Granted that it 
accepted Mendelssohn as the finest 
in music, that it made “a fearful 
hash of the problem of women,” 
and that it closed its theaters, con- 
cert halls ahd museums on Sun- 
days, when it even wanted to stop 
the trains: it was nevertheless 
characterized by a lusty vigor. 

Part of its vitality is traceable 
to the Georgian era, the influence 
of which did not end with the 
Georges; “The Pickwick Papers,” 
the first Victorian classic, was 
really Georgian, and its author 
sprang from the lower classes. Its 
most impressive memorial was the 
railway system, replacing the hun- 
dreds of rumbling coaches named 
Defiance, Wonder, Irresistible, 
Rocket, Ariel, Mazeppa.

Oglethorpe's Home Town 
Welcomes Garden Devotees

SAVANNAH—Here in this historic city which Gen, 
James Edward Oglethorpe laid out and planned in 1733, 
homes, estate and gardens—many owned by descendants 
of original settlers—will be opened to a curious-minded 
as well as an interested public on Wednesday. 


An avalanche of visitors is ex- 
pected to “attack” this city 
where 14 strongholds of beauty, 
culture and colonia] history will 
be spotlighted for the tour in 
the “Open House in Georgia” 
pilgrimage. 

This tour, third in the series, 
which will be climaxed in At- 
lanta April 28-28, will be spon- 
sored by members of the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary of Christ Episco- 


pal Church. Founded in 1733,’ 
Christ Church claims “the oldest | 


congregation in Georgia.” 

Quite ironically, the tour here 
is timed around the date of the 
founding of the Girl Scouts of 
America 38 years ago today by 
Juliette Low, and the house 
where she lived, now called the 
Colonial Dames House, will be 
included on the tour. 

This home was built about 
1840 by Andrew Low, an Eng- 
lishman who was engaged in the 
cotton business in Savannah and 
London. His son. married Juliette 
Gordon, and it ‘was she who

graced this home until her death 
and it was the scene of many 
social and cultural events. Mrs. 
Low founded the Girl Scouts of 
America, and she gave her car- 
riage house to the Savannah 
Scouts as their headquarters. 

It is interesting to note that 
Mrs. Low’s parents were Gen. 
and Mrs. W. W. Gordon, and the 
latter having founded the Geor- 
gia Society of the Colonial 
Dames of America in 1893. Aft- 
er the death of Mrs. Gordon, and 
following the death of her 
daughter, Mrs. Low, the Colo- 
nial Dames bought the main 
house for their State headquar- 
ters, hence its present name. 
Prominent figures in every walk 
of life visited in this hospitable 
homestead, among them being 
Gen. Robert E. Lee, who was 
a guest there in 1870. Five years 
before, the famed author, W. M. 
Thackeray, was there. 

When this city was laid out 
by Gen. Oglethorpe, each male 
inhabitant. of full age partici- 


name was changed to the Dog- 
wood Club and it became a 
member of the State Federation. 

The club has its center of 
activities in a cabin on. the 
banks of historic White Springs, 
noted as a Spring where De

to the public through April 30. 


Tours arranged in pilgrimage fashion will attract not only State residents, but many 
from neighboring environs as well as transient visitors, who will be wise to take advan-

who tely called “Open 

Georgia” the tour 
pono nc March 2 in Thomasville, 
and wil] be climaxed in Atlan- 
ta on April 29-30 during the 
height of the dogwood season 
when the city is in its most 
glamorous and beautiful garb. 

After Thomasville, the tour 
was routed to Albany, and on 
Wednesday Savannah, with its 
colorful Colonial background, 
will be the hostess city. 

On March 25-26, visitors will 
go to Augusta, where the two- 
day pilgrimage will take place 
in a city rich in history. There 
one can see the old Medical Col- 
lege building erected in 1835 
for the Medical Academy of 
Georgia, the first medical school 
in the State. There is also in 
Augusta the famous Signer’s 
Monument built in 1848 by the 
State honoring Georgia’s three 
signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, Lyman Hall, But- 
ton Gwinnett and George Wal- 
ton. Hell and Walton are bur- 
ied under the monument. In ad- 
dition, there will be many gar- 
dens and homes open to the vis- 
itors. 

Next on the tour will be Co- 
lumbus, the home of Foft Ben- 
ning, largest infantry post in 
the country; the St. Elmo estate, 
thus named in 1875 when Au- 
gusta Evans Wilson’s book of 
the same name contained refer- 
ences to the home.

ADVICE © 
Lawn Building 
Demands Care 
At Beginning 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN 

General’ preparation for a new 
lawn is of the greatest impor- 
tance. After a lawn is built it is 
most difficult to improve the 
soil further. While it is first be- 
ing built is the time to improve 
the condition of the soil as well 
as to supply sufficient plant food 
for the grass to grow well. After 
the grass is up it’s an easy mat- 
ter to add plant food in the form 
of commercial fertilizer, but it's 
next to impossible to improve 
the mechanical condition of the 
soil, 

Regardless of the variety of 
grass you plant, the preparatory 
work will be the same. The area 
should be plowed or spaded to 
a depth of from 8 to 16 inches. 
Unless the soi] is very good, and 
if the soi] is very heavy with 
clay or too light with sand, 
mulch must be added to reach 
the proper mechanical condition. 

Mulch can be obtained from 
peatmoss, stable manure, woods- 


imported tile and marble paths. It will be open on March 25 and 26.

earth, rotted leaves and vermic- 
ulite. These materials should 
be spread over the surface of the 
ground to a depth of from % to 
3 inches, depending upon the 
character of the soil. The worse 
the soil the more humus will be 
necessary. This should then be 
turned into the soil. 

One of the most important op- 
erations is the removal of all 
rocks, sticks and roots, When 
this is being don: the entire area 
can have its first leveling. 

Chemical fertilizers my be 
added at this time. Then with a 
steel garden rake the pliant food 
can be raked into the top inch. 
When this is being done the fi- 
nal grade should be reached. 

Grass seeds without an excep- 
tion should be firmed into the 
soil rather than covered. This is 
simply following the method 
that nature uses, After the seeds 
have been broadcast, you may 
pull a lawn roller over the area 
once, or you may firm these 
seeds into the soil by going over 


the lawn with a shovel, spank- | 
_ make the shrubs an ideal choicé 


ing the soil slightly. 

If you are using stolons rather 
than seeds it will still be neces- 
sary to prepare the soil in the 
same way except the third step 
will be that of opening furrows, 
placing the stolons in these rows, 
covering them and then finish- 
ing with rolling or shovel. spank- 
ing.

Camellias Make Good Foliage 


The popularity of camellias 
increases year by year. This is 
as it should be for they are 
among the finest of evergreen 
shrubs for planting almost any- 
where in the South. The shiny 
foliage and brilliant blooms 


for foundation plantings, along 


walks and in the garden gen- 


erally. 


Careful choice of varieties 
can lengthen the flowering sea- 
son. Camellias are not hard to 
grow and they are almost al- 
ways free of insects and diseases 
if kept in healthy condition. 


The Southern climate is ideal 
for their growth. The plants 
prefer semi-shade. Good drain- 
age is essential, while the soil 
must be acid. Equal parts of 
well-rotted leafmold, peat and 
sandy loam are excellent. 

The best known species of 
camellias is the Japonica. Among 
the newer Japonicas are in- 
cluded Pax, which has large 
double white blossoms. The 
pink High Hat is a splendid va.- 
riety, while some people prefer 
the spotted white red-rose Ville 
de Nantes, or the flaming Fim- 
briata Superba. There are many 
varieties, however, and it is

_ The characteristics of the 
| camellia differ enough to afford 


a plant to fit practically any 
in the landscape 
scheme. There are varieties suit- 
able for tall narrow spaces call- 
ing for semi-pillar effect; others 
for places demanding a low 
spreading type of shrub. Camel- 
lias can form striking hedges. 
Scattered among rhododendrons, 
azaleas and similar plants they 
also offer variety of color and 
form. 

According to Dr. Richard P. 
White, Executive Secretary, 
American Association of Nur- 
serymen, nurseries throughout 
the South are well stocked with 
both new and old favorites. in 
practically any size plant de 
sired. 

Set the plants in the ground 
at the same depth they were in 
the nursery. Fertilize occasion- 
ally and don’t cultivate around 
the base of the plants. Water as 
needed, being careful not to let 
them dry out completely during 
the Summer months.

N every hand, as the time of the Pass- 

@ over drew near, the .people wondered 

whether Jesus of Nazareth would come

_-gOHANN STRAUSS, at 36, was a sick man, 
| mentally and physically, and he could find 

nothing in the memory of his recent tri- 
umphs to assuage the pain. True, the crowned 
‘heads of Europe and England had applauded 
him, his violin and his orchestra; the critics 
acclaimed him the greatest composer -and con- 
ductor of dance music, particularly the waltz, 
in the world. 

And what was the result? 

He had returned to his Vienna apartment 
in the late winter of 1840 with a kidney ailment 
that threatened to make him an invalid for 
years, if not for life. He had spent nearly all 
the money he had made because he had insisted 
on treating his musicians royally, and he was 
too ill to make more. : 

Well, he sighed, there was one consolation: 
none of his five children would be permitted to 
follow in his footsteps. Even now, Johann 
the Younger was poring over the studies that 
would enable him to be a banker. 

Suddenly the wasted figure started; some- 
one in the rambling apartment was playing, on 
the violin, one of his owp waltzes! Johann 
Strauss listened, eased himself off the bed and 
made his tottering way to the boys’ bedroom. 
There, in front of a mirror that caught his 
every grimace, stood 15-year-old Johann, imi- 
tating his famous father. 

“Give me—that thing!” the father demanded. 
The startled boy handed over the instrument. 
For a moment, the famous musician made as 
though to smash the violin but such sacrilege 
- was beyond him. 

He compromised by locking it in a closet 
and turned to face his rebellious son. Young 
Johann explained that he had been taking les-

but he lost his composure when the bills were 
posted, announcing the debut of “Johann Strauss’ 
Son. | 

Musical Vienna stormed the fashionable 
restaurant the night of the debut; some buying 
tickets to hiss and heckle, others to applaud. 
But there was no disorder. Young Strauss held 
them all enthralled with the magic of his violin 
and the rendition of the numbers, including sev- 
eral compositions of his own. Critics announced 
prophetically that the son would surpass the 
father. 

Irate and determined, Johann the Elder 
worked harder than ever at his conducting and 
his composing, but his star began to wane as 
that of his son ascended. The climax was 
reached when Johann the Younger was selected 
to lead one regimental band while his father 
conducted the other, playing on opposite sides 
of the square and with the son’s band drawing 
the bulk of the audience. 


OHANN THE ELDER died of scarlet fever on 

Sept. 25, 1849, in a house deserted by his 
mistress, the milliner. The wife he had deserted 
publicly announced “the death of her dearly 
loved husband,” and arranged for the funeral. 
Like his mother, Johann the Younger showed 
his forgiveness by directing his father’s orches- 


Ara at the memorial services. 


Johann the Younger took over his father’s 
place, not only in music but in the household. 
He commissioned his younger brothers, Josef 
and Eduard, to direct the orchestra that bore 
the family’ name so that he could devote most 
of his time te composing more and more waltzes. 

‘“Also,”’ he added, “I must have time in which 
to find myself.” 

The darkly handsome young man, relieved 
of responsibility for the first time, “found him- 


your connections?’’ Johann phrased it politely. 

“T shall tell the baron my feelin 5 ee and oa 
plain that you are the only man 
love."" Jetty lost no time explaining the satis 
of her heart to the man who had been her 
friend, protector and, reportedly, the father of 
her two children, 

Tedesco did the unusual. Instead of raving 
and ranting, he said that he alone had observed 
the mutual feelings of Johann and Jetty and it 
was only appropriate that they should live out 
their lives together, in their own world of music. 

Not only did he release Jetty from any and 
all obligations pertaining to him, he insisted 
that she accept several thousand dollars as a 
wedding present and gave the couple his ex- 
officio blessing. 

They were married in comparative secrecy 
at seven o'clock in the morning and Johann the 
Younger, at 37, found nothing wrong with the 
fact that his bride was some ten ‘years older. 
She admired him for his talent but she found 
something missing and urged him on his search 
to find that which was lacking. 

“The waltz is a lovely interiaake. ” Jetty we 
prod, “but it does not tell a story.

Had the older Strauss been his normal, acute 
self, he would have noted the warning in his 
son’s dark eyes; in all probability, he would 
have toned down his outburst, made peace, and 
Johann the Younger would have gone back to 
his banking studies. The world would never 
have known the beauty of “The Blue Danube” 
waltz. 


A® IT was, the sick father limped out of the 
room and into semi-oblivion. A resolute son 
dedicated himself to a career that was to keep 
the name of Strauss prominent in the musical 
world for more than a century. 

Johann the Younger never did go to the 
closet to get his confiscated violin. Next day 
his ambitious and understanding mother bought 
him a newer, better instrument, and the family 
breach widened. It became a gulf when Strauss 
the Elder, making a quick recovery, moved out 
of the apartment and lived openly with Emilie 
Trampusch, a pretty milliner. 

“~*“T will continue to send you money,” he 
wrote to his wife Anna. “But it is understood 
my sons (Josef and Eduard included) must 
cease. their musical studies.” 


“Ha'’ Mrs. Anna Strauss snorted as she 
read the letter to Johann the Younger. “We will 
show him—and that woman. You shall be

Bane to be. You shall now study in earnest.” 
Johann the Younger poured all of his youth- 

I energy into his studies, his practice on the 
in and his composing. When he was 19 he 
was ready for battle. He wrote his father that 
the money contributed by the erring parent was 
not sufficient to support his abandoned family. 
Therefore, the young Johann Strauss was enter- 
ing the concert field and would lead his own 
orchestra in appearances starting Oct. 15, 1844. 
“It is a bluff,” Johann the Elder declared, 
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self’? in love in St. Petersburg, where he was 
the guest of the Czar. The young lady's name 
was Olga Smirnitzki, of a family high in official 
circles, and her parents frowned on any idea 
of a romance with a professional musician. 

There were no servants the love-smitten 
Johann could trust with his written declarations 
of undying devotion, but the candy makers were 
available. Every day he sent two pounds of 
bon bons to his beloved; in one pound parcel 
each sweet held a message from him. The other 
pound was to be used for her answers and to 
be delivered to a fictitious. address, usually a 
tree where they had exchanged tender missives. 

“You scolded me in your bon bon yesterday,” 
Johann wrote on one occasion. ‘What did I do? 
Please explain in your next bon bon.”’ 


Whether she, the attractive Olga, failed to 


make the explanation satisfactory has never 
been recorded; in any event, the romance with- 
ered and died in Russia and Johann the Younger 
went back to Vienna to meet his destiny and, 
as it developed, his one true love. 

She was also his inspiration, 
Jetty Treffz. 

An artist in her own right-—her singing 
had prompted some English critics to compare 
her favorably with Jenny Lind — Jetty was the 
acknowledged property of Baron Moritz Tedesco, 
a man of substance and family. The baron’s 
palace was the focal center of the arts in Vienna 
and it was only natural that Johann the Younger 
should be invited regularly. 

It was not only natural but inevitable that 
he should meet Jetty and play his new waltzes 
on his violin while she sang the words that 
seemed to suit the mood. Jetty the singer and 
Johann the composer fell in love quietly, pro- 
foundly and without attracting the notice of 
the multitude of guests that flowed through the 
castle. 

“It is impossible to disguise our feelings to 
each other,” the dynamic Jetty told him. “We 
must be together forever, and openly.” 

“But how can this be arranged, considering

“I have not only lost my life,” Johann 
sobbed. “I have lost my mind.” ) 


FOR several months his sanity really was in the 

balance, but the powerful pull of the music 
that was within him, unborn,. brought Johann 
the Younger back to creativeness. 

He came back to life, romantically, when 
he married Angela Dietrich, She left him in 
favor of a traveling salesman, and he turned 
back to his art until, at the age of 58, he mar- 
ried a Continental beauty, Adele Deutsch. z 

“I do not consider myself younger than my 
husband,” his third bride declared. “The matter 
of years (around 30) has never occurred to me 
as a difference in our lives.” 

Johann the Younger, when he died at the 
age of 74, was truly a young man in spirit and 
in thought. 

“The family will carry on,” he said before 
he went into the deep, the final sleep, ‘The 
name of Strauss will live as long as music, the 
waltz music, is written and played.” te 

It was an accurate prophecy but it leaves 
the conjecture: 

What would have happened if, on that day 
when Johann the Elder, discovering his son 
playing the forbidden instrument, had used a 
gentler approach—-had diverted him to another 
profession?

E was really a professor and he was really 
absent-minded. He was stirring fertilizer 
into the soil around the peonies in his back- 

yard in Columbus, Ohio, and with half an ear 
he was listening to the conversation his wife 
was having with their next-door neighbor. 

“...and I think she’s the luckiest thing 
alive. Imagine! Three thousand dollars! Just 
because she had been so nice to that old uncle 
of hers before he died. When I think of all my 
uncles who have died and never 
left me a penny, I... ”’ 

The professor dropped his 
trowel and straightened up. While 
the women continued their gab- 
bling he sneaked into the back 
door and up to his study. He 
pulled open the bottom drawer of 
his desk and felt in the back. Sure 
enough, they were still there— 
the 100 Baby Bonds for which he 
had paid $7,500 and which had 
been worth $10,000 for quite a 
while. He put them in his pocket 
and strolled over to the bank. 

“My dear, I have a surprise 
for you,” he announced that eve- 
ning at dinner. “Do you remem- 
ber that money I inherited 10 or 
12‘ years ago—or was it 14? Any- 
how, I invested it in government 
bonds. Well, they have matured, 
and today I reinvested the pro- 
ceeds in some more bonds which 
will mature in 10 years and be 
worth $13,300. Think of it! Prac- 
tically doubled my money in... 
uh ... well, say 20 years.”’ 

What he didn’t mention was 
that he had forgotten all about 
the 10-year bonds until he over- 
heard that conversation. Because 
they had matured, they hadn't 
been drawing interest for several 
years. 

A lot of people, you may be 
included, have forgotten, too. 
Somewhere today, in attics, in old 
trunks, in yellowed cardboard 
files, in shoeboxes, in neglected 
boxes, on closet 
shelves or in unopened drawers 
are $202,000,000° in matured sav- 
ings bonds which should be con- 
verted into cash or reinvested.

A Chicago businessman who 
prided himself on his memory 
was not a little sheepish when it 
took his accountant to remind 
him that some Series B bonds were passed due 
and no longer drawing interest. 

A young widow in Atlanta was going through 
her husband’s personal effects. He had been fond 
of surprising his wife and one last surprise was 
to find $600 worth of prewar bonds in an old 
fishing tackle box—bonds he had bought for her 
more than 10 years back. 

In Washington, D. C., a telephone lineman 
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It Was a Day for Rejoic- 
ing When She Found 
Those Forgotten Securi- 
ties in the Attic Trunk. 
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was proudly telling a Savings Bond official in 
the Treasury Department how he had been buy- 
ing bonds since 1938 without ever cashing in a 
single one. 

“That a fine record,” the Bonds Division 
official said, “but do you realize that some of 
your bonds haven’t been drawing interest since 
1948 ?” 

When he found out how 50 $25 bonds could 


“roll over” into 66 $25 bonds with an increase 
in value from $937.50 to $1,650 in 20 years, the 
lineman immediately reinvested his matured 
bonds. 

Through the years there have been. many 
reasons for the purchase of United States Sa@v- 
ings Bonds. They have been called Baby Bonds, 
Defense Bonds, War Bonds, and now, Savings 
Bonds. 

The reasons for buying them have changed 
but they have, from the first, represented the 
greatest personal security. 

For this reason I urge those of you who find 
a bond treasure this year to exchange it at the 
rate of four bonds for every three and watch 
your treasure grow, 

Reports flow into my office daily about peo- 
ple who are discovering their forgotten treasure. 
_ A veteran who rediscovered his Baby Bonds 
was able to send for the Irish girl with whom 
he had fallen in love during his overseas duty 
and prepare a home for her. 

A thrifty barber who began his monthly in- 
vestments of $75 in 1938 decided to reinvest 
his bonds as they matured and in addition to 
continue his $75 - a - month® 
savings plan.

Virginia Poole Gould Benjamin this year made 
that impossible. She challenged the agreemen; 
in court. 

She appealed to the Supreme Court in New 
York to nullify a clause in the document under 
which she would lose $3,000,000 if she and her 
husband were to be legally divorced or Separated. 

When they signed the paper that day nine 
years ago, Benjamin promised to will to his wife 
a trust fund consisting of one fifth of his estate 
which this year was estimated as worth $15,000. 
000. She waived any other rights which she 
otherwise might have to his estate, . 

Both agreed that if they were divorced or 
separated legally, and if Benjamin died firs; 
Virginia Poole Benjamin would not be entitled 
to that one-fifth interest—at present figuring 
$3,000,000. 

That was the nub of the agreement, but there 
were other clauses high in dollar value. 

Benjamin, by agreement, gave $20,000 to his 
bride and set up for her then a trust fund of 
$200,000; He also gave her a\cuby and diamond 
ensemble consisting of a necklace, bracelet, clip 
and earrings which he inherited from his father. 

Those did not seem exorbitant gifts for a 
multimillionaire, the grandson of one of the 
founders of a huge oil company. 

The Benjamins ‘were not youngsters—he is in 
his 50s now, and she in her 40s. They enter- 
tained lavishly in their New York home, an 18- 
room duplex apartment, and at their big place 
in Southampton, L. I. 

Social leaders knew them well, and _ their 
parties were mentioned in the society columns; 

All this came to an abrupt end last Fourth 
of July. During the week end Virginia and Ben- 
jamin quarreled. He left the house, and she 
went to the 18-room duplex on New York’s upper 
East Side. 

Later Virginia started the court action which 
brought up, at last, the agreement they’d signed 
on their wedding day. 

She asked Supreme Court Justice William C. 
Hecht, Jr., to rule that the clause mentioning 
divorce or separation should not deprive her of 
one-fifth interest in the $15,000,000 estate if she, 
herself, were the one to obtain the divorce or 
separation decree. 

She contended that she had good cause for 
seeking a separation, and she said that she con- 
templated starting an action to obtain ones — 

Her counsel, she said, had advised her she 
had grounds for action because of her husband's 
alleged failure to support her in her station in 
life as the wife of a multimillionaire; because 0: 
his alleged “cruel and inhuman treatment,” and 
because of alleged infidelity. 

Benjamin denied all the chafges reflecting on 
his conduct and declared the pre-marriage vows 
stood as written. Those vows, he contended, 
prevented her absolutely from inheriting a fifth 
of his estate if she should obtain a separation 
or divorce from him—yjust as they would if he 
obtained a decree ending their marriage. 

The other four fifths of the estate, the agree- 
ment stipulated, were to go in trust to EBen- 
jamin’s four grown children by an earlier mar- 
riage, which ended in divorce. His first wife, 
Dorothy Rennard, was remarried after she d- 
vorced him in Reno in 1933. For his present 
wife, Virginia, this also is a second marriage. 
She has no children.

USTICE under law is seldom a swift process. 
J Its apparatus grinds slowly like the mills of 
the gods.

When spring came he fertilized the 
land and plowed it and cultivated, makin the 
earth mellow and fine.

Under glass while Gratiano readied the 
the seed for its planting was sprouting in flats 
-—_delphinia and asters. And when the sun 
warmed the land and the plants in the flats had 
flourished and been thinned, the green thumb 
of Gratiano firmed them into the soil, day aft 
day.. When he finished 20,000 delphinia and 
10,000 asters were rerooted without wilt. Gra 
tiano had a happy heart and an aching back 
and a high hope. All his money was invested 
in the land. That was four years ago. 

Louis and Dorothy were joyous as the plants 
came through the spring rains without harm. 
They were doubly happy in the prospect of the 
beauty preparing to unfold and what it meant 
to them in the way of financial return.

Gratiano tells. ‘‘He went deeper and deeper into 
debt without my knowledge.” 

Another year passed. 

“One night he didn’t come home. I notified 
police. Next morning there was a letter from 
him telling that he owed a lot of money and that 
his body would be found in the river a short 
distance away.” 

Clam-diggers found the body even as she 
read the note. 

“The ,mortgage about which I had knoéwn 
nothing was foreclosed. The home was pur- 
chased at auction. Then I found I could not 
collect any of my husband’s insurance.” 

And the Superior Court ruled against Gra- 
tiano’s claim. 

“I was desperate but I determined: to fight 
as he had done. Nof only for the money but 
for the justice to him, the justice I felt he had 
been denied.” ! 

Her counsel appealed the adverse decision 
to the Supreme Judicial Court of the Common- 
wealth and this court held that the town of 
Saugus was liable, that Gratiano should have 
been reimbursed.

te FTER examining seven-year-old Nancy, the 
doctor diagnosed her illness as pneumonia. 
That word brought anxiety to the child’s 
young mother, who had been a victim of the 
disease herself five years earlier. The mother 
had spent 17 days in a hospital. There had been 
long days and nights of feverish delirium, with 
special nurses and excellent medical care, For 
the first week her recovery had seemed doubtful. 
She had not responded well to the sulfa drugs 
that were used to combat the infection. 

As she sat now by her daughter's bedside, 
watching the doctor finish his examination, she 
anticipated long hours of helpless waiting for 
the “crisis,’”’ which would be a sudden turn to- 
wards young Nancy’s recovery. She knew that, 
if the fever ‘“‘broke,”’ the child’s own recuperative 
power would, almost certainly, win the battle 
for her. 

The anxious mother also felt remorseful, for 
what she deemed her own carelessness,in letting 
Nancy go outside to play when she was suffering 
from the sniffles and headache of a common cold. 
“Pneumonia always is dangerous,” the physi- 
cian said gravely, “but I am going to give Nancy 
a drug that recently has been found remarkably 
effective in treating most types of the disease. 
It is Aureomycin, an antibiotic similar to peni- 
cillin and streptomycin. It will be in easy-to- 
take capsules.” 

Despite the pain and high fever the’ child 
dropped into a peaceful sleep soon after she took 
the first capsule. The medication was repeated 
every few hours. Her temperature fell gradually 
and, by the next morning she was greatly im- 
proved. About 20 hours after Nancy’s first dose 
of Aureomycin her fever was gone entirely and 
the pain in her chest had been greatly relieved. 
In five or six days she was quite well again. 

During recent years sulfa drugs, penicillin 
and streptomycin all have helped reduce the 
severity and duration of pneumonia. But Aureo- 
mycin has been found the nearest approach to

a single substance that can be used to combat 
nearly ‘all of the common types of the disease. 

This drug is equally effective with children 
and with elderly people, who always have faced 
a special hazard in pneumonia because they so 
frequently develop the infection when they are 
confined to their beds after an accident or an 
operation. 

A group of Boston physicians has reported 
their findings on the use of Aureomycin for 
pneumonia of various prevalent types in a recent 
issue of the Archives of Internal Medicine,’a 
technical publication of the American Medical 
Association. 

The clinical trials on which the reports were 
based were made at the Boston City Hospital by 
Prof. Maxwell Finland of Harvard, with the col- 
laboration of Drs. Harvey S. Collins and Thomas 
M. Gocke. 

In one trial 33 patients—young, middle-aged, 
and old—-were treated and studied. They suf- 
fered from 16 different types of pneumonia, all 
caused by varieties of the “pneumococcus” germ. 

The most dramatic effect of the drug, Aureo- 
mycin, noticed in 31 of the cases, was the way it 
induced the “crisis”—the sudden passing away 
of fever, usually within 24 hours after the begin- 
ning of medication, and the beginning of im- 
provement in other ways. Only three of the 
patients continued to have any significant symp- 
toms of acute illness after the fourth day. | 

For the most part the drug was given by 
mouth, but when necessary the patient was given 
intravenous injections. When Aureomycin 
taken orally, caused irritation of the stomach 
and intestines, and sometimes other undesirable 
reactions, smaller doses were given. 

In other clinical trials these same doctors 
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discovered that Aureomycin was distinctly effec- 
tive when the pneumonia was caused vy some 
bacteria, other than the pneumococcus germ, Or 
by the mysterious ‘atypical’ virus that resists 
penicillin. ; 

One of these patients, for example, was 4 
14-year-old girl who had a “bad cold” which 
turned out to be influenza. Later pneumonia 
developed. 

On the third day after her lungs had become 
affected, her temperature was 103.4 degrees 
(Fahrenheit). X-rays showed lung inflammation. 
A test revealed the presence of streptococcus 
germs, which cause scarlet fever and numerous 
other diseases, and staphylococcus germs, which 
are the chief cause of pus infections. -Aureomy- 
cin treatments were started and nine days later 
the lungs were healed. 

A 76-year-old woman also recovered rapidly. 

“All of the patients (in this series) were 
noticeably improved by the end of 24 hours,” the 
doctors reported. Ten were free of most symp 
toms by the end of the second day after Aureo- 
mycin was started. But the disease re 
and treatment had to be continued for a few days 
longer. | 

In cases of influenza alone, without pneu 
monia, some tests show thai che drug helps 
up upper respiratory infections. This may be 
due to its effectiveness against germs that ust 
ally are associated with virus infections. 

‘Any kind of infection, reaching the lungs, 
can cause pneumonia. The word merely 
inflammation of the lungs with fever, due to 
infection.

American-born woman whose beauty, wit and 
wealth had made her queen of London’s Mayfair 
set for more than half a century, admitted rue- 
fully to herself:

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The Only Man to Visit the Haven 
of 17th Century Buccaneers Is Re- 
turning to Photograph One of the 
Most Amazing Scenes in the World

N 250 years only one man has walked the 30-fathoms- 
J Macep streets of Port Royal, which was once a pirate 

lair on the island of Jamaica in the West Indies. I am 
that man, and soon I shall return, once more to see the 
fabulous city that was swallowed by the sea fn 1692. 

Plans are being made to photograph the undersea 
scenes I first described in an article in The American 
Weekly seven years ago. A motion picture producer 
recently purchased the film rights to that article, along 
with the rights to one of my books, ‘I Dive for Treasure.” 
Part of the movie will be shot on the ocean floor, in the 
long-submerged pirate city of Port Royal. 

I had just returned from the Caribbean Sea, in 1943, 
when the editors of The American Weekly asked me to 
tell of my discovery of the long-lost pirate stronghold. 
At that time I wrote of my hopes that some day I might 
return. Now, thanks to the development of an underwater 
robot. which will make it possible to descend to such a 
great depth with camera and film, and the outfitting of 
a complete expedition to the West Indian waters, my 
dream can come true. 

Port Royal, in the 17th century, was a city of evil. 
To Port Royal came the pirates and the buccaneers who 
preyed on the gold-laden ships returning to Spain from 
the New World. By virtue of the difficult passage into 
the harbor and the numbers of the well-armed freebooters 
who made their hideout there, it would have been suicide 
for any navy to attempt to wipe out the pirate stronghold. 


O PORT ROYAL became one of the most infamous cities 
in the-history of the world. Its residents were of all 
races. The only requirement of residency was to need 
refuge from law and decency, and the wherewithal to pay 
for it. / 

Morgan and Teach, Lafitte and Kid—there was no 
terror of the Spanish Main who did not at one time or 
another need to flee hastily over the seas to the pirates’ 
rendezvous. They built a city of wickedness in which 
to h.de. 

Tie only law was that of sanetuary. In Port Royal 
the pirate was safe. 

The law of sanctuary did not hold for the captives and 
slaves. The pirates brought in indentured servants taken 
from their owners, and slaves from blackbirders. The 
woraen of Port Royal ranged from adventuresses, who 
cast their lot with the pirates for financial reward, to 
innocent captives. 

Haughty Spanish noblewomen, Indian girls, thin-lipped 
members of the English aristocracy were taken from 
captured ships and brought to Port Royal. -There they 
could make their choice. On the one hand was. wealth 
undreamed of, garnered from galleons of the world’s navies, 
on the other was slavery. 

The pirates, in their quest for enjtertainment during 
the periods when their trade was slack or too dangerous, 
did not overlook cruelty. Disobedient slaves were pub- 
licly tortured in the market place, along with women who 
put too high a price on honor. Hangings were public. A 
special! treat for the bloodthirsty residents of Port Royal 
was to enclose their victim in a spiked cage, and hang 
him or her alive from a rude gibbet or a sturdy branch, 
to die of starvation. 3 


TRS then was Port Royal, a city of sin where unlettered 
ruffians drank from cups of stolen gold and had~ their 
way with women of the courts of Europe. It was im- 
pregnabie-——so thought the pirates. 

Yet, on June 7, 1692, the city fell. According to legend, 
for on'y a handful of terrified survivors were able to tell 
the tale, the city was destroyed from both the air and 
the cra. . 

The tropical storm that came up that day was vicious, 
even for the hurricane area of the Caribbean. The sky 
was black, and wind, rain and lightnifig pelted the city. 
In the midst of the hurricane, the earth began to shake. 
Cracks appeared in the buildings. The buccaneers, fearless 
in battle, were reduced to quavering cowards against the 
combined onslaught of the elements, and fled from their 
to.lcring structures to the streets. . 

in the midst of the storm and the earthquake, the sea 
took over.

VER that spot, seeking a Spanish galleon which had 
been scuttled off Kingston two centuries before, I hap- 
pened to sail with my treasure-hunting expedition. The 
needle of our magnetic finder quivered, and I decided to 
dive there. I was looking for treasure, not for lost cities.

As a matter of fact, at the time I had heard of Port Royal 
only as an unsubstantiated myth. 

In diving suit and helmet, with boots of lead, I went 
down the weighted rope and came to rest on a sandy bot- 
tom about 30 fathoms flown, As my eyes became accus- 
tomed to the dim light filtering down from above, I saw 
around me strange coral formations that made the area 
an undersea fairvlartd. 

I had never seen such' coral formations before. They 
shimmered in rainbow hues, and it was a moment before 
they took on shape. Then, I saw with amazement, they 
were symmetrical, as though built by the precise hand of 
man rather than by the haphazard coral growth. 


HEY stretched out as far as I could see, down the slop- 

ing ocean floor. I walked along the sea bottom, and 
it became obvious by the uniformity of the coral growth 
on either side that I was strolling an underwater street. 
Still I couldn’t believe what was obvious, until I came. to 
a large structure, some 50 feet in length and half as high, 
the shape of a ruined Gothic cathedral. _ 

There could be no more doubt. In my years of diving 
I had become familiar with coral growth, and I knew that 
what lay before my eyes was not of natural origin. It was 
coral, all right, but it encased architecture erected by man. 

I had been walking down the sloping sea floor, and I 
was at a dangerous depth for a diver clad only in a rubber 
suit. It was time to back up, but I had to explore further. 
I went up to the large structure, and examined it carefully. 

Directly in front of me was a large opening. On either 
side’ the walls extended, and there were still apertures in 
the growing coral where there had once been windows. 
Through these openings shone the dim light from the 
roofless interior, and fish swam gracefully in and. out. 

Holding my air line carefully to keep it from brushing 
against the jagged coral walls, I went in the large opening. 
I was in a chamber-like space, with several passages lead- 
ing off. I peered in two of the passages, but saw nothing 
of promise. It was the third chamber that stopped me 
with fear, and sent me out of there in a hurry. 

In the dim light I saw at first only motion, then, slowly, 
I realized that what I saw were grotesque bodies, moving 
sluggishly in the cavern. There were giant spider crabs, 
feelers larger than the body of a man, and octopuses 
don’t know how large. 

The cold menace sent a chill up my spine. Not quickly, 
but steadily, I moved out of there, out through the arched 
opening into the comparative brightness of the outside. 
There I hastily gave the signal to surface, ' 

In a way, I was fortunate that I had seen those mon- 
sters of the deep. My curiosity would have kept me down 


“ even longer, and as I started to ascend, I realized that I 


had reached the limit of underwater endurance, The 
feeling of pressure was like a giant hand, pressing me 
in a grip of steel. 


A& I was being raised, however, I felt the elation that 


comes from discovery. By a lucky chance I had become 
the first—and to this date, the only-—man to walk the 
streets of Port Royal since its inundation two and a_ half 
centuries before. 

It was a find of great importance—and I had hit upon 
it through sheer luck. 

I returned to the States to write of my diving and 
treasure-hunting experiences, and to dream of some day 
returning. Necessary, I knew, was some development in 
deep-sea diving, some means to withstand the pressure of 
the sea, and some protection against the creatures who 
live in its shadowy depths. 

It seemed like an impossibility, but nevertheless I 
dreamed on. There are some things a man just can’t for- 
get, and the sight of the undersea pirate’s Babylon was 
one of them. Then, recently, a combination of events 
occurred which can make this dream come true. ) 

First, Charles G. Warren, a prominent engineer, and I 
have devised a tractor-tank robot which will enable me to 
dive to greater depths with fewer hazards. The robot 
resembles a huge army tractor tank, with walls thick 
enough to stand the pressure of several thousand feet — 
not merely the several hundred necessary for Port Royal. 
Within the tank are all the devices necessary to scientific 
underwater work — barometer, thermometer-humidity re- 
corder, oxygen tanks, ‘telephone, and many others. 


Five toggle-jointed, electrically operated arms are adapt- 

able to practically every form of submarine work. 
With them the operator can pick up a coin, exert pressure 
of many hundred pounds, or tie a knot in a steel cable. 

Then Albert J. Cohen, motion picture producer, pur- 
chased the rights to the story of my discovery of the 
sunken city of Port Royal, as described in The American 
Weekly in 1943. .The picture will be in color, and parts 
of it will be shot on the ocean floor at Port Royal. The 
expedition is now being readied. 

While I am there, incidentally, I might be tempted to 
look around for some of the fabulous wealth in precious 
metal and stones that is known to have been taken to Port 
Royal by the pirates after their forays.

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Emotional Problems and Faulty Tests 
Caused Bart, Louise and Mark to Be 
Rated Stupid — At the Garden School 


They Proved Smarter Than Average 


By William Gammon 
and Dick Washburne 


E WAS overgrown and clumsy 
KH and the jibes of his play- 

mates hurt. . At the age of 
eight this boy (we'll call him Bart 
Roberts) was rebellious. Then, be- 
cause he was a genial kid at heart, 
he started playing the role others 
seemed to expect of him-—that of 
a good-natured clown. 

He believed them when they 
called him a dunce, and by the time 
he was in the sixth grade he was 
officially rated stupid. His parents 
sent him to a military academy 
where, they believed, discipline would 
straighten Bart out. It didn’t work. 

“I’m just too dumb to learn,” 
the boy said resignedly when he 
finally was enrolled at The Garden 
School, a unique institution border- 
ing on the Los Angeles campus of 
the University of California. Its 
name comes from,the fact that 
classes are conducted out-of-doors, 

Three years later Bart was an 
“A” student in English, algebra, his- 
tory,.Latin and science. Why, then, 
had he been labeled a dunce? 

“He simply had never learned to 
read properly,” Edith Odell Teal, 
founder of The Garden School, ex- 
plained. ‘‘He had been too occupied 
with his emotional problems and had 
failed to absorb what reading in- 
struction his teachers did*give him.” 

Mrs. Teal, and her associate, 
Mrs. Gerith von Ulm, believe that 
unless there are obvious physical 
and mental handicaps most so-called 
retarded children can be guided into 
becoming better than average stu- 
dents. They blame faulty intelligence 
test ratings, based too much on 
ability to read afd understand what 
is read, for much of the trouble. 
They use intensive training in read- 
ing as the cure. 

Louise was a little braggart 
when she came to’ the school. She 
claimed that she could do every- 
thing better than her friends could. 
This really was a cover-up for shy- 
ness and a feeling of failure. 

The child’s mother was unhappy 
in her marriage. The home was 
filled with tensions. Louise was the 
object of too much mother’s devo- 
tion and felt she didn’t have to do 
anything she didn't want to. In 
addition, an eye ailment had harn- 
pered her in learning to read. 

Her school rating, in the public 
schools, had been subnormal. 

“We received her on recom- 
meéendation of a psychiatrist after 
another had counseled: the parents 
to put her in an institution.” 

- At The Garden School, Louise 
followed the regular routine. Everv 
boy and girl who enters, starts read- 
ing from a primer. Phonetics——the 
sounds of syllables and separate 
letters are stressed. 

Spelling is taught in the old- 
fashioned manner, by drill, written 
and oral, Flash cards bearing words, 
or phrases, are used for word study. 
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Sight reading aloud of unfamiliar 
text is practiced until the child has 
absolute confidence in his ability to 
stand on his feet and read swiftly. 

Grimm’s fairy stories are quick 
stepping stones to Tennyson's “Idylls 
of the King,” and Stevenson’s 
“Treasure Island.”’ 

“American history soon becomes 
a must,” Mrs. von Ulm explained. 
“Its heroes are real and inspiring. 
Its lessons are character-building.” 

This program helped Louise find 
happiness in really learning to do 
things. She ceased to brag and soon 
all of her grades were A’s and B’s. 

Johnny’s case was a bit differ- 
ent. He was a physically perfect 
six-year-old but he couldn’t - talk. 
All he ever did to express his wants 
was yell. His mother was deaf and 
psychologists believed that was the 
cause of her son’s speech block. 

“When he came to us,” .Mrs. Teal 
related, “no one rushed to give him 
toys or sweets when he yelled. He 
soon grew bored with the act.” 

The school’s speech expert, 
George Marquard, discovered that 


‘the boy could not articulate many 


sounds and had failed to develop 
coordination between ear and voice. 
He could not imitate. Mr. Marquard 
placed the boy’s fingers against the 
muscles of his own throat, so he 
could feel the sounds being made. 
After weeks of such training Johnny 
was able to repeat some of the 
words uttered by Marquard. 

Gradually he learned to speak 
and was ready to be introduced to 
the words in story books. 

Mark was a stutterer whose 
teachers believed they were favoring 
him when they excused him from 
reading aloud. Instead they were 
helping him to be a non-reader. 
When hé was admitted‘to The Gar- 
den School his LQ. rating was 63. 

The boy knew his failures were 
a bitter disappointment to the father 
he adored and this made his achieve- 
ment record even worse. 

After two years of training 
under Mrs. Teal and Mrs. von Ulm 
he was solving problems in higher 
mathematics. This helped him sur- 
pass his father in their hobby of 
making accurate jet planes to scale. 

After two to four years at The 
Garden School .many children are 
able to return to public schools ahead 
of their former classmates. 

Reading is the cornerstone of 
any education worth its name, the 
school’s directors believe. 

Often in public school, they ex- 
plain, a child who is not properly 
equipped to read is passed on to 
the next grade because school costs 
and the mass promotion theory tend 
to discourage teachers from holding 
back the child who actually should 
be a repeater. 

“We reject few children as hope- 
less,"’ they say, “and believe most 
of the so-called retarded children 
can be proved above average if 
taught to read properly —- and some 
may be geniuses. We know, be- 
cause we've had them,”

As the inevitable rash of com- 
plaints about undelivered merchan- 
dise started coming in, Carmel paid 
back $6,500 to some of her suspi- 
cious and protesting victims. But 
it wasn’t enough and soon she was 
under arrest, convicted of grand 
larceny, and sentenced to not more 
than 18 years hard labor at Wash- 
ington State Penitentiary. As a final 
crusher, Superior Judge Ward Roney, 
who sentenced her, told her she had 
a “criminal mind.” 


Many Seattle citizens were 
shocked by Miss Smith’s arrest. But 
veteran policemen have long known 
that some of the world’s most dan- 
gerous swindlers are angelic-faced 
women who can play a double game 
without batting an eye. 

Mrs. A. Mildred Carr, a pious, 
grandmotherly churchwoman, al- 
ways had an open Bible on her liv- 
ing room table a few years ago. Her 
husband was chairman of a church 
board in the Roseville section of 
Newark, N. J., and she was a trustee. 

“You poor man,” she once ex- 
claimed to her butcher. “I want to 
make a little money for you.” He 
entrusted her with $275. 


GHE promised a real estate friend 
he could administer her wealthy 
father’s estate at $10,000 yearly and 
She helped salesgirls to invest their 
money wisely. Even the president 
of her bank trusted $7,000 to her. 

Then, reluctantly, a fellow 
churchwoman told her lawyer that 
Mrs. Carr had never reported on a

Mrs. Carr was revealed as a 
coast-to-coast swindler who had net- 
ted $1,000,000, helped by her pious 
front. Her background, as a mat- 
ter of fact, included numerous con- 
victions and two prison sentences 
for fraud. A Jersey judge sent her 
away again for eight to 12 years. 

In the most elegant Mayfair 
drawing rooms around the turn of 
the century, May Churchill, with her 
honest blue eyes and guileless face, 
was accepted as a wealthy Ameri- 
can playgirl. 


NOT till too late did they discover 
she was really “Chicago May” 
Churchill, the wild daughter of a 
poor Irish family, who, in her youth, 
had eloped with a cattle rustler and 
progressed to blackmail. 

Many a noble British family was 
almost impoverished by her pitiless 
demands until her candid eyes fell 
on Eddie Guerin, robber, who was 
then an international King of Crime. 
She gave up blackmailing, at least 
temporarily, for love and interna- 
tional bank robberies. 

She became the paramour of 
Guerin and later of another big-time 
bandit named Charles Smith. And 
also became their partner — which 
cost her a 13-year jail term.

We Raymond C, 
Kellogg, of Pasadena, 
Calif., was accidentally shot 
on a hunting trip a couple 
of years ago, he knew that 
his time had come.

He wasn’t 
ready to die, he thought 
desperately.

Fighting back the agony 
which the effort cost him, 
he laboriously scribbled his 
last wishes on the back of 
an old business card, and 
signed his name. 

Kellogg’s will was filed a 
a short while ago in ‘he 
Superior Court in Los 
Angeles.

HEN Hattie Hales admitted one Sunday 
W after church that she and William Cof- 
fey were to be married, the congregation 

buzzed with excitement. 

Women grew moist-eyed. Hattie’s husband, 
a railroad man, had died some years previously 
leaving her in comfortable circumstaaces but 
lonely and disconsolate. At 55, she was still a 
vigorous woman, as evidenced by her tireless 
work in behalf of charity.

A search of the woods disclosed a low mound 
of earth which was found to contain the torso. 
In shallow graves near by were found the head 
and other parts of the body. A few days later 
a blood-stained camper’s ax was found behind 
a partition in Coffey’s home. Other stock cer- 
tificates which had belonged to Hattie Hales 
were later discovered. 

William. N. Coffey was tried at Mauston, 
Wis., before a packed courtroom. He was sen- 
tenced on Feb. 4, 1927, to life in the State Prison 
at Waupun.

It is much 
better to do this at the end 
of the winter season rather 
than to wait until next 
fall, when you might run 
into repairing delays just 
at the time you need to 
use your furnace. 


Inspection 

you may have a hot air, 

hot water, steam, or 
radiant heating system 
fired by gas, oil, electricity, 
or coal. Each of these sys- 
tems has-.its own -special 
type of maintenance and 
a service man will check 
all the necessary points 
and make the proper ad- 
justments. Among other 
things, he will see that you 
are getting the greatest 
possible - efficiency from 
your fuel combustion; that 
the insulation around the 
furnace, pipes, and ducts 
is in good condition; that 
dampers and relief valves 
are in good working order ; 
that any worn-out parts 
are replaced; and any 
necessary lubrication is 
taken care of. 


Cleaning 
OW can have a service 
man clean your heating 
system, or you can clean 
it yourself. 
If you are using coal as 


fuel, all fly ash, soot, and 
scale must be cleaned from 
the interior surfaces, in- 
cluding the ash pit, smoke- 
hood, and smoke pipe. Use 
a long-handled wire brush 
and a shovel for this job. 
If the inside of the furnace 
is not cleaned each year, 
corrosion is likely to set 
in and in any case the in- 
sulating wall formed by 
these waste materials pre- 
vents efficient heating. 

If you have steam or hot 
water heating, clean the 
flues with a long handled 
brush, Get a good radiator 
brush and scrub all sur- 
faces in the radiators. It 
is advisable to repaint 
radiators at this time, if 
it is necessary. 

The air ducts of a hot 
air furnace should be 
cleaned thoroughly in order 
to get uniform heat and 
maximum efficiency from 
your furnace. 

Chimneys should be 
cleaned whén necessary, at 
least every two years. 


Water Heating 

ANY people use their 

furnaces as hot water 
heaters during the sum- 
mer. In such cases, the 
system should be shut 
down briefly so that the 
furnace and hot water sys- 
tem can be checked and 
cleaned.
